"The ancient debuts pseudo-science of astrology, which attempts to predict the fu- 
ture by the motions of the planets, may iave a bit of science in it, after ail, This 
week RCA, no easy prey to superstition announced in the BOA Review that it is suecess— 
fullyprelicting radio resedion by a study of pleuetary motions. ..., For several 
years, J,Hilelson, an ameteur astouomer, studied sunspots witn hig telescope, but 
failed to find sny practical way cf using them to forecast magnetic storms, About 3S 
years ago, inspired by suggestions of Yale's late Climatologist, Ellsworth Huntington, 
he turned to the planets. His theory: the planets disturd the sun, & the sun disturbs 
electircal conditions in the Earth's atmospuere. Nelson studied the records of Ra's 
receiving station at Riverhead, NY looking for some correlation between the magnetic 
storms and the positions of the planets, He found that most of the storms took place 
when 2 or more plangés were in what he celle a "configuration": i.e. with angles of 
O09, 90°, or 189° between the Linss connecting thesia with the sun, The more planets 
involved in a configuration, the more serious the storm is Likely to be. During the 
great magnetic storn of July 1946, for instance, 3 planets (The Easth, Jupiter, and 
Saturn) were ina pone eetay ion, és 2 others (Meronry, Venue & Mars) were also in a 

“critical relationship," .,. Riverhead rscords snow thut redio disturbances have oc- 
curred about 10x more frequently on the days of planetary configurations than on ord- 
inary days. Nelson can also predict in 4 geneval way, the periods that will probably 
be free from serious magnetic disturbances. They ars most likely to occur when Saturn 

Jupiter and Mars are spaced equaliy ahout the sun. In 18934, when the planéés were 
spaced in that pettern, OV séations had less trouble than in any other year between 
1950-1949, The next period of similar promising conditions ~ 1954, Nelson does not 
know how the planéts affect .the sun; he merely invites astronomers to biidld a theory 
upon his observations. Meanwhile RCA is using the Nalaen prediction system with prac- 
tical success. Last week Nelson noted that Mars & Mercury were appreaching a configura 
tion, Warned of the coming magnetic storm, the RCA reiay station at Tangier mobilized 
extra operators. When the storm arrived as scheduled, the emergency equipment was 
manaéd and ready, and the messages went throvrh on schedyla.®
